For  the  first  time  in  its  137-year  history,  Quincy  University  staged  a  formal 
presidential  inauguration  to  install  20th  President,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Eugene  R.  Kole, 
OFM  Conv.

accomplish  that  you  have  not  yet  accomplished. " 

Thus,  potential  is  the  sum  of  who  you  are  and 
that  you  have  yet  to  reveal.  It's  a  deposit  that  waits 
to  be  released  and  maximized.  You  are  capable  of 
much  more  than  you  are  thinking,  imagining,  doing, 
or  being.

It  has  changed  slightly  by  adding  volunteer  services 
such  as  working  at  the  blood  drive  on  October  14 
and  helping  the  Ladies  of  Charity  with  the 
distribution  of  goods  to  the  poor.  Posters  will  be 
posted  throughout  campus  about  these  upcoming 
events.

Campus  Ministry  serves  many  purposes,  but  the 
one  that  concerns  us  here  is  their  volunteer 
services.  This  covers  practically  the  same  things 
as  the  other  two  organizations.  Everyone  got  a 
white  sheet  of  paper  in  their  mailbox  describing 
what  services  they  are  providing  right  now.  Listed 
was  volunteering  to  sell  souvenirs  at  the  Villa 
Katherine  Tourist  Information  Center,  helping  to 
log  in  and  out  toys  that  are  lent  in  the  Toys-to-Go 
Program,  and  working  at  Blessing  Hospital,  along 
with  many  other  things.

hdy  Broderick,  Eryn  Redig,  April  Sinclair, 
pndon  Willis,  Linton  Myers,  Randi  Ramsey, 
mathan  Sullivan,  and  Beth  Lucas.  There  are  four 
ianches  to  the  Coffeehouse  Advisory  Board;  the 


Environmental  Committee,  the  Volunteer 
Coordinating  Committee,  the  Food/Beverage 
Committee,  and  the  Public  Relations  Committee. 
Each  branch  has  an  important  role  in  setting  up  the 
coffeehouse  in  the  most  efficient  ways  possible  for 
its  success. 

The  Environmental  Committee  is  in  charge  of 
many  things.  To  start  off  with,  they  have  the  task 
of  finding  the  decorations  for  the  walls.  This 
includes  the  initial  background  color  for  the  walls, 
and  possible  murals  or  artistic  work  done  to  add  to 
the  coffeehouse.  Finding  tables  and  chairs  and 
deciding  where  to  put  them  is  also  another 
important  concern.  They  also  find  themselves  in 
charge  of  the  placement  of  anything  from  the 
coffee  makers  to  the  placement  of  the  restroom. 

The  Volunteer  Coordinating  Committee  is  going 
to  rely  heavily  on  the  involvement  of  the  students. 
They  face  the  task  of  deciding  the  job  descriptions 
for  the  volunteers  and  the  supervisors.

The  Food/Beverage  Committee  is  also  facing 
many  decisions  in  the  process  of  making  the 
coffeehouse  a  success.

They 
are  also  deciding  if  the  coffeehouse  will  have 
servers  or  if  the  patrons  will  just  simply  come  to  the 
serving  area.

Committee.  This  committee  is  in  charge  of  how 
late  the  coffeehouse  will  be  open  and  in  large  part 
the  publicity  of  this  new  place.  They  are  in  charge 
of  deciding  what  kind  of  entertainment  will  be  at 
the  coffeehouse.  This  includes  anything  from  live 
acts  to  loud  or  soft  music  playing  in  the  background. 

Any  questions  or  comments  are  welcome.  This 
plan  is  hoped  to  be  quite  a  success,  but  it  also 
needs  as  much  support  as  possible  from  the  QU 
student  body.  So  feel  free  to  come  in  to  Campus 
Ministry  and  voice  your  ideas  and  see  for  yourself 
the  progress  of  one  of  the  newest  assets  to  the 
Quincy  University  Campus.

Duringanexcitingsixday  adventure,  volunteers

;,iceburg,  Kentucky  to  help  those  less  fortunate 
1  become  educated  about  the  hardships  of 

ers.  It  proved  to  be  a  rewardingexperience  that 
Ined  up  our  hearts  and  minds.  From  the  first 
•jment  our  group  arrived  in  the  area,  we  knew 
I  would  be  a  challenging,  yet  rewarding 
jeavor.  Those  who  volunteered  included:  Harry 
\  iams,  Scott  Murphy,  James  Anders,  Stephen 
!,  Josh  Williams,  Mark  Bookmeyer,  Oscar  Garcia, 
;;y  Garner,  and  Wendy  Wiley;  led  by  Brother 
In  Smith  and  Brother  Jack  Carnaghi. 

(sister  Connell  informed  us  of  the  extreme 
i  dships  faced  by  the  town  of  Vanceburg.  Given 
c  ocation,  about  20  miles  from  the  Ohio  River, 
tre  is  no  easy  way  to  access  it.  The  industries 
ft  once  boomed  have  closed  to  explore  other 
nrests  on  foreign  lands.  This  has  left  the  families 
>  the  area  devastated  and  pushed  the 
i  :mployment  to  almost  20  percent.  There  is 
jsnsive  malnutrition  that  has  caused  the  wide 
lead  of  Hutchinson's  disease  throughout  the 
is. 


We  volunteered  our  time  by  tearing  down  a 
partially  burnt  house  and  reburning  it,  cleaning  up 
the  hillside,  visiting  others,  and  tidying  up  the 
Center  and  Convent.  A  snowfall  early  one  morning 
changed  our  initial  plan  to  help  build  efficiency 
housing,  so  we  offered  ourt  labor  to  level  a  partially 
burned  house.  The  house  was  the  remnants  of  a 
man's  life  gone  astray.  As  a  result  of  many  mental 
instabilities,  he  was  a  very  extreme  alcoholic  who 
burned  to  deathas  a  result  of  his  drinking.  His 
house  burned  after  he  apparently  fell  asleep  in  his 
bed  with  a  cigarette.  We  were  put  to  work  to  clear 
the  rest  of  the  house,  so  another  house  could  be 
built  by  People's  Self  Help  Housing.  Using  axes,  a 
sledge  hammer,  shovels,  and  human  labor,  we 
accomplished  the  assignment  after  a  long  day  that 
lasted  approximately  eight  hours  of  continuous 
work.  After  many  hours  of  burning,  we  were 
commended  for  a  job  well  done. 

The  next  day  brought  rain,  so  we  took  on  the 
task  of  cleaning  the  Center  and  Convent.  With  all 
the  volunteers,  it  was  an  easy  and  promptly  finished 
task.  The  project  of  the  final  day  was  to  pick  up 
debris  near  a  newly  built  home.  We  gathered 
trash,  old  logs,  and  some  mystery  items  and  once 
again  burned  everything.  Along  with  picking  up 
the  hillside,  Sister  Connell  wanted  us  to  visit  with 


the  kids  we  had  seen  in  church.  They  were  so 
excited  just  to  have  attention.  It  was  a  good 
experience  to  show  how  outsiders  can  bring  a 
smile  to  a  child's  face  and  sparkle  to  their  eye. 

Leaving  on  the  last  morning  was  hard.  The 
stillness  of  the  hillside  made  it  so  relaxing  to  be 
there  and  it  seemed  as  though  our  worries  were 
gone.  It  is  so  easy  to  forget  how  fortunate  we  are 
just  to  be  getting  an  education,  much  less  having 
food,  indoor  plumbing,  and  a  family.  A  part  of  our 
hearts  has  been  touched  and  given  us  the  ability  to 
step  back  and  be  thankful  for  the  richness  of  the 
little  things  in  life.  This  great  experience  has 
offered  many  new  reflections  about  ourselves  that 
are  hard  to  admit.  Helping  others  has  proved  that 
volunteering  is  the  most  rewarding  and  relaxing 
activity.

Maynard  Ferguson  visits 
Quincy  University 


QU  Welcomes  a  Special  Guest 


Quincy  University  and  WGEM-AM-FM-  TV  cosponsored 
Maynard  Ferguson  and  his  Big  Bop  Nouveau  Band  on  Friday, 
February  20,  1998  at  the  Quincy  Junior  High  School's 
Morrison  Theatre. 

Ferguson  at  the  age  of  16  began  his  climb  to  fame. 
"I  led  the  warm-up  band  in  Canada  for  all  the  great  orchestras 
when  they  passed  through  Montreal,  including  Basie, 
Ellingon,  Woody  Herman,  Kenton,  Dizzy,  and  both  Dorsey 
brothers, "  said  Ferguson. 

In  1949  he  joined  the  Stan  Kenton  Orchestra,  where  he 
became  well-known  for  his  excellence  in  upper  register  and 
virtuistic  technique.  Shortly  after  Kenton,  he  worked  as  a 
I  studio  musician  with  Paramount  Studios,  and  was  featured  in 
j  a  number  of  movie  soundtracks  including  "The  Ten 
j  Commandments. " 

j  In  the  late  50' s  Ferguson  formed  his  own  orchestra  which 
j  performed  in  the  U.S.,  as  well  as  abroad.  Touring 


throughout  the  world,  he  recorded  a  version  of  "MacArthur 
Park"  which  became  a  big  hit. 

In  1974,  he  rose  to  the  top  with  his  famous  song,  "Gonna 
Fly  Now, "  a  top-ten  hit  single  and  part  of  this  gold  album, 
"Conquistador, "  a  grammy  nominee  in  1978.  Ferguson  in  the 
late  80's  formed  his  current  group,  "Big  Bop  Nouveau, " 
which  eventually  signed  with  Concord  Records  in  1995.  He 
continued  as  a  mentor  today  to  encourage  young  musicians 
to  learn  more  about  the  nature  of  music. 

When  asked,  however,  what  his  main  instrument 
is,  he  credits  Duke  Ellingon  with  creating  his  philosophy  that, 
"My  instrument  is  the  orchestra... and  that's  how  I  think  of 
myself. "

I  wish  I  could 
just  say  that  "This  is  where  you  went  and  this  is 
what  you're  doing. "  I  wish  I  had  that  gift,  but  I 
don't.  All  I  can  offer  are  my  feelings  on  why  you 
were  so  special  to  all  of  us. 

You  never  had  a  negative  thing  to  say  about 
anybody.  Like  your  father  said,  "If  somebody 
would  have  cut  him  off  in  traffic,  he  wouldn 't  have 
said  a  thing,  he  just  would  have  went  about  his 
business. "  You  were  always  such  a  positive  person 
to  be  with.  I  cannot  recall  a  time  when  I  didn 't  see 
you  with  a  smile  on  your  face.  We  love  you  for  that. 
We  love  you  for  the  way  you  used  to  wear  your 
ballcaps-down  low  on  your  face  so  that  no-one 
could  tell  where  your  eyes  were  or  if  you  were 
looking  at  them.
